RADL«x HALL, an old farm- 
house some two or three miles 
distant from Crewe, was last 

week the scene of a particularly cold- 
blooded and revolting murder. Тһе 
Hall is in the tenancy of Mr. William 
Astles, a farmer, who last Friday after- 
noon drove with his wife into Crewe, 
Jeaving in charge two farm hands, William 
Birtles and Thomas Parratt. About 
four o'clock the youth Parratt came into 
Crewe in search of his master, and told 
him a most circumstantial story of an 
attempted burglary at the farm. Mr. 
Astles at once returned with Parratt, 


and oh first sight it.certainly seemed as | 
ifa most determined attempt at burglary | 


had taken place. A ladder was found 
in position outside one of the upper win- 
dows, which was broken, and. inside the 
house further traces of the supposed 
marauders were soon apparent. Mr. 
Astles' cashbox, which ri m to 
contain only a few foreign coins, was 
found smashed open, several broken eggs 
Jay about on the floor in the hall, and a 
gun was missing from the rack. But the 
strangest feature of the whole affair was 
a note found in the house, stating that 
the burglary was the work of three men 
from Stafford, and that it would be 
quite useless to look for them. Pre- 
sently it was noticed that Birtles, the 
other farm-hand, was nowhere about the 
place. Little importance, however, was 
attached to this fact by Mr, Astles, he 
merely thinking that the youth, fright- 
ened at the appearance of the burglars, 
had gone home. - The police were sent 
for, and quickly appeared -on the scene. 
To them Parratt repeated his story that 
he had seen three men raise the ladder 
against the house, and break the window,

I 
am strongly opposed to the ordinary methods 
of giving iron in anemia, which are very fre- 
quently worse than useless, as the iron is so 
often decomposed, or in a form that is indiges- 
tible, when the patient takes it; while, when 
given in a pill such as Blaud's pill, it is apt to 
pass through the body quite undigested, and a 
patient might as, well swallow a bullet, As 
ordinarily given, also, iron is very apt to cause
